FIRST YEAR’S GAS TAX 
IN N. J. $7,892,152.94 


Trenton, N. J., Aug. 6.—Receipts 
of New Jersey's 2-cents-per-gallon 
gasoline tax from July 1, 1927, to 
June 30 last, the first year in which 
the levy has been in effect, are 
$7,892,152.94, far in excess of the 
expected return, according to Will- 
iam L. Dill, motor vehicle commis- 
sioner, The tax collected was on 
394,441,990 gallons, the amount used 
in the state during the one-year 
period. 

The largest amount of tax col- 
lected was in~-May, $782,656.97. 

The department revenues were 
further contributed to by license 
fees collected from 9,400 retatt deal- 
ers. This revenue, $16,774, exceeds 
by $605.84 the operating expenses 
of the division supervising the col- 
lection of the tax and the license.

Rubber in 1929 


T IS possible now to gauge with reasonable accuracy rub- 
ber production and demand for next year. Messrs. 
Faulkner & Winsor, a London rubber concern, has just 
yiven out some estimates in this connection and they bear 
every evidence of accuracy. The company estimates that the 
consumption of crude rubber throughout the world for 1928 
will be 652,000 tons, against a production of 597,500 tons. 
For 1929 the consumption will probably reach 707,000 tons, 
with production running at about 685,500 tons. 

The Malayan plantations will give us the greatest 
percentage of increase and, strangely 
enough, the greatest increase in demand will come from 
countries other than the United States. Russia is the one 
country that is going to make the greatest advance in

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demand for rubber. Faulkner & Winsor estimate that 
the United States will use 405,000 tons of rubber this year 
and that in 1929 it will need 425,000 tons. 

It appears that we shall have to dip into our reserves 
to meet the demand for crude rubber, both this year and 
next. The chances are that by 1930 increased production, 
encouraged by removal of the British restriction act, will 
take care of the normally increasing demand.

N September the new Motor and Equipment Association, 
formed by amalgamation of the Motor and Accessory 
Manufacturers’ Association and the Automotive Equipment 
Association, will begin active functioning. This new-comer 
in the automotive field will begin life with nearly 800 mem- 
bers. Plans are now being formulated to bring the member- 
ship up to at least 1,000. 

Both the associations which joined forces to form this 
new organization had distinguished records for promoting 
the development and improvement of their branch of the 
automotive industry. With the impetus gained by joining 
these two active associations under one banner, the new 
organization should go forward to even more brilliant serv- 
ice in the cause of automotive progress and development. 


July Production 


HILE official figures are not yet available, we have 

sufficient information in hand to be able to say that 
production during July this year will surpass the 268,000 
motor cars and trucks that were turned out during the same 
month in 1927. Based on the percentage of decrease in 
July last year under the June production rate, July, 1928, 
should show at least 330,500 units. As a matter of fact, this 
figure will be considerably surpassed. 

This increase is production reflects the growing output 
of the Ford plants, as well as increased activity in the other 
big production organizations. It is a question whether 1928 
will beat the old production record, which was established in 
1926, but it is not going to be very far off the mark. 


In the first four months of the present year 697 persons 
have met death in grade crossing accidents in this country. 
This is twenty-eight more than were killed during the same 
period of 1927. Such a record as this may well make us 
pause and wonder why we are making such small progress 
in combating this needless and heart-breaking sacrifice. It 
will be long after this generation has passed from memory 
before we can eliminate all our grade crossings, but surely 
there must be some automatic means of protection that wil 
at least cut down this crimson toll.
